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REMARKS 



Reconsideration of this application as amended is respectfully requested. 

Claims 6, 7 and 8 have been cancelled without prejudice and thus the objection to 
the drawings is rendered moot. 

The specification has been amended in such manner as to overcome the objection 
to the specification noted in the Office Action. 

Claim 1 has been amended in such manner as to distinguish applicant's invention 
patentably over Udagawa, Corsica and Jelinek. As amended, claim 1 recites the plurality 
of profile sumps running along the outer perimeters having the shape of the outer 
perimeter and being spaced from the at least one pass-through opening and being 
unsymmetrical relative to the pass-through opening, in combination with at least one 
inward profile sump spaced inwardly from and unsymmetrical and relative to the outer 
perimeter sumps in circumferentially surrounding relation to the at least one pass-through 
opening and having the shape of the associated pass-through opening. This combination 
is neither taught nor suggested by the cited references. It is thus believed that claim 1 
distinguishes applicant's invention patentably over the cited and should be allowed. 

The remaining claims depend on claim 1 and are believed allowable for the same 
reasons. 

It is beheved that this application now is in condition for allowance. Further and 
favorable action is requested.
